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Bottlenecks Looming 
In Plane Production

WASHINGTON, Nov. 25—Shortages of manpower, jet 
engines, machine tools and certain materials are beginning 


to threaten bottlenecks in the national program to airplane’ 


production, according to warn 


ings Sunday from the Aircraft, 


Industries Association of America. 


The problems were outlined in 
two articles in the current issue 
of “Planes,” the association’s mag- 
azine. . 


Adm. Dewitt C. Ramsey (Ret.), 
president of the association, wrote 
that public interest in aircraft 
manpower problems is at low ebb 
as yet because “Rosie the Riveter 
is still in her kitchen” and there 
have been no frantic calls for ar- 
mies of workers. 


‘However, he held, the-lack of 
technical skills will, in the long 
run,.affect the national aircraft 
production even more adversely 
than predicted deficiencies in ma- 
chine tools and jet engines. 

He pointed to the graduation of 
only 38,000 aeronautical engineers 
from the colleges and universities 
in 1951, compared to 50,000 in 
1949 and in 1950. It is estimated, 
he said, there will be 26,000 such 
graduates in 1952, 20,000 in 1953 
and 17,000 in 1954. 

Of the 38,000 graduate aeronau- 
tical engineers produced in 1951, 
he continued, 30° per cent were 
immediately called to duty with 
the armed services. 

In the face of a diminished sup- 
ply of skills in sight, Admiral 
Ramsey recalled the ever-increas- 
ing trend to greater complexity in 
modern airplanes. He said that an 
aircraft manufacturer today needs 
one engineering employee out of 
every eight in his plant, while in 
1943 the ratio was one to every 
twenty-two. 

He recommended that the air- 
craft industry and the armed 
services combine in encouraging 
student interest in aeronautical 
engineering, training new person- 
nel and protecting the industry’s 
existing engineering and technical 
resources. 

Harold R. Bover., chairman of 
the Aircraft Production Board 
under the Defense Production Ad- 
ministration, in another article, 
warned that civilian demands 
must not be permitted to subordi- 
nate the nation’s military require- 
ments. 

He said that air-frame produc- 
tion (air frames include. the 
fuselage, wings, landing gear and 
control surfaces) is being re- 
scheduled to fit it into the lagging 
production of engines. 


Veep Would 
Go to Russia 
Hunting Peace

TOKYO, Monday, Nov. 26—(/. 
Vice-President Alben Barkley, 74, 
is willing to go to Moscow or 
anywhere else in the world in the 
interests of promoting peace, he 
said Sunday. 

The septuagenarian, who only 
last week made an arduous three- 
day tour of the Korean war front, 
was asked at a press conference if 
he would be willing to go to Mos- 
- cow as a U. S. representative to 
aid peace efforts. 


“If I thought I could do some 
good in the way of good wil! or 
understanding or any other thing,” 
he said, “I would be willing to 
go anywhere in the world.”

“The government policy now 
is to spread contracts as widely 
across industry as possible and 
to utilize all available labor that 
can appropriately be drawn into 
the labor force, rather than to 
lengthen hours for those at pres- 
ent employed.” 

Tobin pointed out that the na- 
tional labor force will have to 
be increased, as defense produc- 
tion expands to the planned maxi- 
mum, by recruitment from the 
86,060,000 women and 
18 who are not employed, as well 
as from older and physically 
handicapped workers.

More Fulton Murders 
Than in British Isles 


Excelling in many things, America is, by 
the standards of most other Western nations, 
a lawless country. This may be due in part to 
the fact that we are a young and vigorous 
nation and our sparse population is not con- 
ducive to much respect for law and order and 
the rights of others. 

It is a regrettable fact, nevertheless. 

Last week, Fulton Superior Court Judge 
E. E.. Andrews issued some words of wisdom 
about this lawlessness when it became his 
duty to sentence a young man found guilty of 
murder. We quote Judge Andrews: 

“The sentence in this case is not going to 
restore the life of that man. The object of 
punishment is not vengeance; the purpose of 
punishment is to. deter other would-be 
murderers and robbers. It is my belief that 
if punishment were certain in this country, 
we would not be one of the most lawless na- 
tions on earth. 

“We have more murders in Fulton County 
than they have in the entire’ British Isles. 


‘Punishment in that country is certain, more 


than it is in-this country. 


“On a recent trip to England. I talked to 
citizens about drunk driving in that country 
and everyone I talked to told me that they 
knew whenever a citizen was killed by a 
drunk driver that that citizen was going to 
receive life imprisonment. That is the rule 
and not the exception, and as a result, it is 
a very rare thing that they ever have a death 
that is caused by a drunk driver. 

“I believe that certainty of punishment is 
a great deterrent to crime. 

“As I say, I have a duty and responsi- 
bility to society in this case and I hope the 
defendant will repent if he has done wrong 
and the Jury which has sat on the case savs 
he has done wrong. I hope he will get down 
on his knees and ask God to forgive him and 
that his-soul can be saved. It is not too late 
for that. He has so conducted himself that 
that is about all he has left to do.” 


The young man in the case was T. C. 


Callahan, convicted of armed robbery and 
Slaying of an Atlanta businessman. The 
youth's record dates back to a burglary 


charge in 1942. He was convicted on several 
occasions, finally sentenced to 20 years. 
“The Pardon and Parole Board saw fit to 
pardon him,” the Judge related. “If he had 
served that sentence, it would have carried 
him to 1963 and he could not have been out 
to plan a robbery and commit a murder.” 
Judge Andrews sentenced the young man 

to death by electrocution. There was a lot of 
wisdom in his statements before passing 
sentence. In calling attention to our national 
disrespect for law and order. the judge spoke 
truth. In pointing out our laxity at times in 
granting pardons and paroles to habitual 
criminals, he ee another grave weak- 
ness. Perhaps the greatest moral from the 
whole account is our society’s failure to insti- 
tute rehabilitation procedures for youthful 
criminals before they become tough. habitual 
offenders. | ‘

Most Californians in Wash- 
ington agree that if Warren 
had been at the head of the 
national ticket in 1948 instead 
of Dewey he would have car- 
ried the state hands down. By 
the same token, he would be 
counted on to deliver the state, 
with its big block of electoral 
votes—now the second largest 
in the country, along with 
Pennsylvania—if he should be 
the GOP nominee next year. 


But while no question has been 
raised over Governor Warren's

Pork Stew Excellent 


And Economical, Too; 
Creole Treats Timely 


By AGNES REASOR OLMSTEAD 


Wher. you think of stew you probably never think of making 
this good dish with pork. Actually, cubed pork makes an excellent 
meat and vegetable stew. It’s an especially good dish to serve 
now because pork is in plentiful supply and reasonably priced in 
relation to other meats. 

Buy a pound or two of pork shoulder and ask your meat man 
to cube it as he does chop suey meat. Roll pork cubes in flour and 
brown them in the fat which you have trimmed from the meat 
and fried out. Cover cubes with water or bullion stock, add some 
salt, pepper and chopped onions. An extra dash of seasoning such 
as sage, parsley, celery, or thyme goes well with pork. When 
the meat is just beginning to be tender, add some cubed potatoes 
and cut, fresh green beans. Cook these until just tender, not 
mushy, about 30 minutes. Make gravy from the stock. Serve the 
stew with hard rolls to dip in the gravy. Add a tart fruit salad 
or cabbage slaw, a warm fresh apple pie for dessert and call it a 
dinner. 


_ LAGNIAPPE! This is the magic word meaning “extra gift” and 
is known to almost everyone in the romantic city of New Orleans. 
Here, the shopkeepers, to insure future trade, used to treat their 
customers to a small gift. Often this gift was a sweet and many 
times that sweet was a praline. Pralines have been known in New 
Orleans for over 200 years and have always been made of cara- 
melized sugar, milk and pecans and shaped into thin round cooky- 
like patties. If homemade candies are to be on your Christmas 
gift list be sure to include some pralines. If you want to make 
a practice batch now, here is a fine old recipe. 


BROWN SUGAR PRALINES 


cup firmly packed brown sugar i~@ teaspoon salt 


cup granulated sugar 1 cup pecan halves 
1 tablespoon maple syrup 


cup milk 
tablespoon butter 


Combine sugars and milk: cook over low heat, stirring con- 
stantly until sugars are dissolved and mixture boils. Continue 
cooking and stirring until thermometer registers 224 degrees; add 
butter, salt and pecans and cook until small amount of mixture 
forms soft ball in cold water (236 degrees). Cool quickly to luke- 
warm (110 degrees); stir in maple syrup and beat until thick but 
still rather shiny. Drop by spoonful on greased surface and flatten 
into thin patties. Makes about 1 dozen. 


COOKING ARTICHOKES IS a puzzle to some women per- 
haps because they are not considered everyday vegetables. Actually 
it is a simple thing to do, so if you want to serve this delicious 
vegetable allow one to each person and do.this: Wash, remove dis- 
colored outer leaves, and cut off stem about 1% inch below base 
of leaves. Cook in boiling salted water about 25 minutes or until 
tender. Turn artichokes upside down to drain for a few seconds. 
Serve whole with individual dishes of melted butter. To eat, 
pull off a leaf, dip large end in butter and eat the fleshy part, 
discarding the rest. When all leaves have been removed, cut 
hairy growth or “choke” from the bottom and eat heart with 
fork. Because there is a lot of leaf waste it is wise to provide 
an extra plate for it.

As a final word on cards, be 
proud of their appearance.

2000 in Town 
Hostage to Reds 


TAIPEH, Formosa, Nov. 25—(/P) 
The semi-official Chinese Na- 
tionalist Tato News Agency said 
Sunday that in a single south 
China town $5,000 families are 
being held hostage by the Reds 
for ransom by their relatives over- 
seas.

A new series of lower-priced 10-inch long-playing records, 
featuring uninterrupted performances of classic selections hereto- 
fore available only on double-sized conventional discs, has been 
issued as the “AL Series” by Columbia. 

Ten records, featuring Bruno Walter conducting the New York 
Philharmonic-Symphony Orchestra, Eugene Ormandy conducting 
the Philadelphia Orchestra, Sir Thomas Beecham conducting the 
Royal Philharmonic Orchestra, and others, comprise the first 
release. 

Brahms’ Academic Festival Overture and Hungarian Danées 
by Bruno Walter and the New York Philharmonic shows that 
Walter reads Brahms as well as he does Beethoven; Offenbach’s 
Orpheus in Hades and Liszt’s Hungarian Rhapsody No. 2, by Artur 
Rodzinski and the Columbia Symphony Orchestra provide good 
performances of old standbys. 

Villa-Lobos’ Bachianas Brasilerias No. 5 and the arias Ah! 
Forse Lui and Sempre Libera from Verdi’s “La Traviata,” by 
Bidu Sayao. Little of the fine quality of the Met’s coloratura 
soprano is lost in this recording; good. 

Andre Kostelanetz and his orchestra play “Oklahoma” medley 
and Roumanian Fantasy, with “Oklahoma” far better of the two. 
Record is scratchy. 

Two scores done exceedingly well in the customary Beecham 
manner are Dance of the Hours from ‘‘La Gioconda” by Ponchielli 
and “The Merry Wives of Windsor” Overture by the Columbia 
Symphony Orchestra, and Strauss’ lilting “Morning Papers Waltz 
and Von Suppe’s “Morning, Noon and Night in Vienna” Overture 
played by Sir Thomas Beecham ‘and the , Royal Philharmonic 
Orchestra provide an album that never grows old. 

Eugene Ormandy likes the music of Sibelius. Proof of that 
fact is found in his readings of Finlandia and The Swan of Tounela. 
Dimitri Mitropoulos is very satisfactory in his reading of Danse 
Macabre, and Omphale’s Spinning Wheel by Saint-Saens. 

Slight surface noise does not detract from Ormandy s fine per- 
formance of Von Suppe’s “Poet and Peasant’ Overture and tne 
“Der Freischutz” Overture of Weber. 


WOLF’S “DER CORREGIDOR” performed by the chorus of

In no way connected with the Philippines, “Der Corregidor” is 
based on a novel by Pedro de Alaron and set in Spain in the early 
days of the 19th Century. It concerns an aging magistrate, the 
Corregidor, and his efforts to win the fligtatious but faithful wife 
of Tio Lukas, the miller. Frasquita, Tio, the Corregidor, his wife and 
minor characters rollick through many amusing situations, similar 
in spirit to Strauss’ “Fledermaus.” Musically, “Der Corregidor 
is far below the standard of the art songs which have given Hugo 
Wolf a permanent place in the annals of music literature. Margaret 
Teschemacher, Karl Erb, Josef Hermann and others give lively 
and musically sound performances doing their best with an opera 
limited in story and musical context.

If Hugo Wolf was not at his peak in composing “Der Corregi- 
dor,” he is certainly at his best when he wrote these songs. Helge 
Roswaenge, great Danish tenor, unsurpassed as an interpreter of 
Wolf songs, is magnificent. Margarete Klose, perhaps Europes 
finest contralto, is equally fine. It is a little odd that a relatively 
inexperienced singer like Miss Simon is asked to stand up with 
such giants as Roswaenge and Klose, but she is satisfactory. Re- 
cording quality is good.
